On 1-9-64, GARTH W. BA>LL, 110 Barnett, Dallas, Texas, 
an employee of Oak Cliff Cab Company, Dallas, Texas, advised 
that during idle early morning of approximately 1-2 or 3-64, 
he vrent to the address of 1351 Galloway, Dallas, Texas, to 
pick up a customer. This customer, described as a white male, 

35 _ 4 o years of age, tall and very thin, occupatlsn - house 
painter, 'entered the cab and immediately stated: "Let's get 
this cab moving. Her husband may come home at any minute. Bc-yJ 
Those drinks are sure expensive at the Carousel Club l" Later 
during conversation, customer stated that the girl he had just- 
left was "one of -RUBY* s girls". Customer asked BALL to deliver 
him to 10:26 North Beckley, Dallas, Texas. BALL stated he ther., 
asked customer If that wasn’t the address where OSWALD had 
resided, and customer stated "Yes". Customer also advised 
that he had known OSWALD then OSWALD resided at the Beckley 
address. Extent of acquaintance not known to BALL.
